But nerves f 
are rather frayed over a coming book 
about the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. It is titled “The Insider — The 
FBI’s Undercover ‘Wiseguy’ Goes 
Public” by Donald Goddard (Pocket 
Books). 

This work concerns the exploits 
of Billy Breen, an ex-cop and ex-con 
who has, for the past 30 years, work- 
ed as a free-lance operative, gather- 
ing evidence against some of the na- 
tion’s most elusive and dangerous 
criminals — murderers, drug deal- 
ers, arms smugglers. 

Reportedly Breen and author 
Goddard shred the FBI’s holier-than- 

I thou, truth-justice-and-the-Ameri- 
can-way image, exposing previously 
unpublicized faults, weaknesses and 
tactics.
